~The Coming Of Peace 


~The 28th day of June will stand for 
all time as one of the most memor- 
able dates in the calendar, and as one 
of the most important snniversarics 
for future generations to celebrate, 
for it was on this date in the year of 
grace, 1919, that the Treaty of Voer- 
sailles was signed, thus officially end- 
ing the Great War which began in 
1914. 

By a strange coincidence, it was on 
June 28, -1914, that the Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand, ‘heir to the throne 
of Austria-Hungary, was murdered at 
Sarajevo. It was this tragedy that 
was assigned as the reason for Aus- 
tria declaring war on Serbia, 
thereby precipitating the terrible con- 
flict which shook the world to its very 
foundations. The signing of the peace 
treaty on June 28, five years later, | 
was not by pre-arrangement, the date) 
having been postponed from time to; 
time in order to complete negotia-| 
tions, and finally to enable Germany | 
to secure the consent of some of her 


watchful of Germany. Germany, al- 
though defeated and accepting the 
terms imposed upon her, is far from 
repentant. There has been no regen- 
eration in Germany. At heart the 
people are still arrogant and defiant, 
but for the time.being impotent and 
helpless. The spigit of Germany has 
not changed, and although it may now 
style itself a republic and not an em- 
pire, there is lacking any real evidence 
of the sincere acceptance of demo- 
cratic institutions, 

Throughout the war Germafiy prov- 
ed to be a treacherous and barbarious 
foe. She treated her solemn treaty 
obligations as “scraps of paper.” On 
the eye of the signing of the peace 
treaty she gave further evidence of 
the fact that she has not reformed in 
this respect. ‘The sinking of the sur- 
rendered German fleet at Seapa Flow 
was a characteristic piece of German 
treachery and a violation of the laws 


of war. By the terms of the armis- 
tice Germany was required to surren- 
der her ficet. She accepted those 
terms. The fleet was interned at 


Scapa Flow. Then on the eve of the 
signing of peace the Germans scut- 
tled the ships, destroying property 
which did not belotg to them. 

By this acf the German navy add- 
ed the crowning infamy. to its ‘his- 
jtory. Its record all through has been 
lone of villainy, It skulked in its har- 
|bors and made war by submarine as- 
| Sassination; it surrendered without a 
jfight; and after thé surrender it 
treacherously destroyed the surren- 
dered property. This act, without a 
parallel in the history of the world, 
imposes on the allies the necessity of 
keeping a close eye on Germany in 
the years to come to ensure that she 
jlives up to the terms of the peace 
treaty she has now signed.

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Many Eskimos Died 
From Starvation 


Caribou Failed and Fish Were Diffi- 
cult to Get 


Prince Albert.—Famine stalked last 
winter among the Eskimos of Ches- 
terfield Inlet, Hudson Bay, according 
to word just received from Father 
Turquetil, O.M.I., and the mission at 
Chesterfield is much worried for lack 
of news of many of the Eskimos who 
formerly visited the station. The cari- 
bou have failed and there is no fish, 
writes Father Turquetil in a letter to 
friends in Prince Albert. Father Tur- 
qu¢til is the French priest who, about 
eight years ago, sent the report that 
the remains of Andre’s balloon had 
been found and set the world agog 
with the news. He is at present at 
Chesterfield Inlet with Father Piegot 
studying the Eskimo language and 
carrying on the work of his mission, 
The first inkling that hunger and want 
were approaching came last Novem- 
ber when a famished Eskimo, trying 
to reach the mission, fell ina faint 
on the ice of the lake near. It was 
not until the following day that he 
became conscious, when he gave word 
of his old squaw, whom the mission- 
aries finally discovered under the re- 
mains of an old tent torn by the wind. 
She was stoically waiting. death. 

Many Eskimos died, for the Eskimo 
had put by no great stock of food. 
When the caribou failed and they 
tried for fish, they were difficult to 
get. In February it was a day’s work 
to chop a hole through the ice, and 
even then the fishing could only be 
found in the deep places. When a 
snowfall came no_one could. venture 
out, ‘and death stared them in the 
face, Last year forty or.sixty Eski- 
mos perished in this. way. A _ short 
time ago the missionaries heard of 
one family where five children died 
of hunger.

World’s Stormiest Place_ 


Is Said to Be Westernmost Point In 
» Alaska 

The stormiest place in all the ‘world 
is said to be Cape Prince of Wales, 
which is the-westermost point in Al- 
aska. It is marked by a considerable 
mountain 2,210 feet*high, and fierce 
wirids blow there perpetually, ‘Storms 
from the Aretice Ocean assail this in- 
hospitable region all the’ year round. 

On the south side of the mountain 
are Eskimo dwellings—‘igloes” 
underground and walled and roofed 
with timbers, No trees grow in that 
region, but the natives of far north- 
ern Alaska have always a plentiful 
| supply of driftwood, carried from the 
Yukon river by an ocean.current that 
skirts the coast. The underground 
igloes (constructed to escape the 
storm and wind) are so built as to 
form connecting rooms, with commu- 
nicating doors that are mere holes 
through which the occupants are ob- 
liged to crawl on hands and knees. 
The only ventilation is afforded by 
the vertebra of a whale (which serves 


as an air tube), thrust up through the

At Spezia the rioters 
looted for their own advantage, while 
at Forli most of the wheat taken froin 
the shops was transferred to: the care 
of the municipality or the chamber of 
labor to be distributed to the people 
or sold at low priccs. 

The value of the goods stored by 
the municipality was estimated at 
8,000,000 lire.

| Reign Of Terror In Russia 


Women and Children Are Slain By 
the Bolshevik 

New York.—A graphic story of a 
reign of terror in Bolshevik Russia 
is recited by John A. Embury, United 
States consul at Omsk, the seat of the 
Kolchak government, who has arrived 
here on a leave of absence, Mr, Em- 
bry declared no language could ade- 
quately picture the scenes of murder, 
violation of women, arson and theft 
which he had seen personally or had 
described to him by credible eye-wit- 
nesses, a . 

Mr. Embry backed his story, par- 
ticularly that of the ravage of the 
city of Ufa, by photographs, many 
of which he declared he hada taken 
himself, and which record appalling 
instances of wholesale butchery of 
women and children. 

Mr. Embry said he had visited Ufa 
immediately after the Bolshevik with- 
drew before Kolchak’s forces. He 
learned from survivors of Bolshevik 
occupation, die said, that the Bol- 
shevik soldiers had looted the entire 
city and then orgatiized a “govern- 
ment” consisting of committees. One 
of these committees, he said, was 
called the extraordinary committee 
on executions. ; 

This committee, he declared, had 
all members of the city government 
rounded up, and ordered virtually 
all of them shot. ‘The head of the 
committee, he said, had personally 
executed the president of the coun- 
cil, who was brought before him on 
a stretcher. ; 

A few days after his arival in 
Ufa, Mr.. Embry said he followed a 
crowd of residents into. a. nearby 
wood, where they came upon scores 
of bodies of women and children, 
disclosed by the melting snow, who 
had been driven into the woods and 
brutally slain. \-He-exhibited a photo- 
graph showing twenty of these vic- 
tims, the bodies of many mangled al- 
most past recognition. “About 200 
bodies .were found in the woods, he 
said. Pupils at the Ufa high school, 
he said, had been lined up and ques- 
tioned as 
all who did not profess sympathy 
for the Bolsheviki were shot or put to 
}work of the most degrading charac- 
ter.. 

At Ossa, a city of about 30,000, 
Mr. Embry declared 2,000 bodies. were 
found on the outskirts when _ tite 
snow melted., He displayed photo- 
graphs of some of these victims 
taken by Col. Teusler of the American 
Red Cross.

London.—Rt. Hon. David Lloyd 
George, the premier, had a good re- 
ception from all sections of the House 
of Commons.

torn to bits by Russian, Austrian and 
Prussian autocracy and now. reunited 
under the flag of Poland.” - And, he 
added, “they are all territories which 
ought not to belong to Germany.”

London.—In the house of commons 
F, G, Kellaway, deputy. minister of 
munitions, asked for a vote of a pro- 
vision of £185,000,000 for the year 
ending March 31, of which £90,000,-
